DEV ASTATION IN "BRITISH COLUMBIA, 


Frazer Valley Flooded and Property Dam- 
aged to the Extent of $3,000,000, 

Vancouver, B. C., June 1.—The Frazer 
River rose ten inches at Westminster yester- 
day, andl is still rising, though three inches 
higher than ever beforeknown. From points 
up the river come reports that the river is 
nearly two feet higher than 
known. Frazer Valley for a hundred miles 
has been inundated. So great is the destruc- 
tion: that ocean steamers passing in through 
the straits of San Joan de Fuca are now cn- 
countering floating roofg of houses and barns 
and innumerable carcasses of hogs, sheep, 
and cattle that have passed out through the 
Frazer's mouth. It is estimated that over 
2,000 families are horhelésa, and that a prop- 
erty loss of $8,000,000 has been suf. 
fered. Steamers from the rivers 
and Puget Sound are still being pressed 
into the work of rescue. One steamer brought 
307 settlers from Westminster late last 
night. Among them was the family of one 
an had 
built astrong raft upon which be took his 
family and ten blooded horses. They were 


‘rescued in mid-stream after being afloat ten 


hours. 

At many points there is great destitution 
among the settlers who have fled from their 
homes. At the Salmon River settlement, 
where the water is ten feet deep on the flats, 
many families are hugdled together on the 
highlands and living on one scanty meal a 
day. The reéseuing steamers have neglected 
them to care for others who are in greater 
danger. 

At Hatzie yesterday the steamer Transfer 
sailed over farms and fences, over the Hatzic 
Bridge ana the dyke, and tied up to the rails 

the Canadian Pacific tracht, seven miles 
rom where the river formeily rau. The 
Transfer rescued the wife of Rancher Me- 
Dermott from the roof of her floating house. 
Her busband, who had failed in his efforts to 
rescue her, was found in a sniall skiff. Both 
were nearly crazy. 

Both Vancouver and New Westminster are 
cut off from the outside world. The Canadian 
Pacific has 1000 men at work repairing its 
tracks, but the flood is breaking it faster than 
they can mend it. 

The result of the flood will be to stop all 
farming operations along the Frazer for this 
season, and the natural result will be a fearful 
trade depression in New Westminster and 
Vancouver. ys ' 


GREAT DAMAGE AT BOULDER, COLO. 


Factories, Houses, and Bridges 
Away=Minine Camps Wiped Out. 

Bovu.per, Colo., June 1.—The pipe factory, 
five houses, the railroad tracks, and all the 
city and railroad bridges have beén washed 
away by the flood in Boulder Creek.

- New ¥orx, Jane 1.—[Specia!. |—The agree- 
ment that was entered into some time ago by 
the Trunk Line and Central Traffic Associa- 
tions to raise the passenger rates between 
New York and Chicago by the different lines 
has fallen through. \It was to go into 
effect, today but the Erie, West Shpre, and 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western compa- 
nies notified the Commissioners that the 
would not carry out the orders of 
tho Board of; Rulinge. Congequent- 
ly, the Commissioners notified all the 
members that the new agreement 
was void, The proposed arrangement was 
that the West Shore should raise its rate from 
New York to Chicagh on its 5 p. m. train to 
$18; that the Lehigh Valley should charge 
$18 on its 6:10 p. m. train, and that these

companies as well as all 

differential lines should charge 818 on all 
trains in connection with the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Central railroads. The Erie was 
directed to charge $18 on its 3 pl m. and 
6:30 p. m. trains and $17 on its 8:30 p. m. 
train. The objections urged by the West 
Shore and Delaware, Lackawanna an West- 
ern companies for refusing to put into effeet 
the new tariff were that the discrimination in

He said there 
were three menin the gang, that New- 
comb was shot by the third man from outside 
the vestibule of the last car. 

The three men got on the train at Twenty- 
second street, he said. two of them on the 
west side and one on east. I was in the 
passenger coach at the time. I had seen all 
the men before and I watched them. Two 
of them started right back through 
the ladies’ car for the rear sleeper. 
The third man rode a short distance 
and then jumped off and caught on at the rear 
platform of the last car. I had jumped off 
the car, and as the rear platform passed me I 
thought I saw this third man draw a.revolver 
and fire into the vestibule, where Newcomb 
was standing.

ESUGAR TRUST BOODLE 
HEDULE. 

A paper correspondent printed a num- 
ber of F in reference to Secretary 
Carlisle and the sugar trust. One of them 
was th. had written and handed to the 
— of the inance committee the 
amended sugar „A now before the Sen- 
ate. and another jv that he had told the Dem- 
ocratsiof the co mittee that the trust had 
been wyal to Democratie party and should 
be rewarded for its services. 

The Secretary has been before the Senate 
Investigating committee and has testified that 
there is no truth in the se cod of these state- 
ments; Conde the first statement, he 
ve a conference with the 
Finance committee on one ‘occasion, and at 
the request of ithe members put a sugar 
schedule into shape, as he had done with 
other paragraphs in the bill. 

The brief reports do not state which sugar 
schedule the Secretary refers to—whether the 
first one prepared by the committee, which 
put a specific duty of a cent a pound on raw 
sugar, the duty to go into effect when the bill 
became a law; or to the second schedule, now 
under consider atipn, which imposes an ad 
valorem duty of 40 per cent and which pro- 
vides that the eolléction of the duty shall not 
begin till Jan. 1,80 that the trust may get in 
its supply of 5 for the next year duty 
free and then ask as much for it as if it had 
paid a duty, and thus rob the public and cheat 
fifty millions. 

If the first schedule is the one referred to 
no one can take exception to the action of the 
Secretary. Not eo, however, if the trust 
schedule is the one he put in shape. That 
schedule begins On and after Jan. 1, 1895, 
there shall be leviea, ¢ollected, and paid on 
all sugars,” When he rest of the bill is to go 
into effect July 1,1804. Did the Secretary 
of the Treasury allow such a provision as this 
to remain in any schedule put in shape by 
him when he knew the government’s present 
need af money, and when he must have 
known that the e of this provision would 
be to take about fty millions of dollars 
from the Treasury and turn it over to the 
sugar trust and the Congressional boodlers in 
‘the conspiracy with them? It is difficult to be- 
lieve that such was the case. 

But if it was the first and not the second 

ule with which the Secretary had to do, 
why is it that he has not remonstrated against 
that portion of thejseeond schedule which de- 
prives the government of fifty millions of 
revenue? Remonstrances from a Secretary of 
the Treasury, especially when be is a man 
who has long been one of the oracles of hig 
party ag regards tariff questions, would have 
potential weight with the representatives of 
his party in Congress. 

This boodling provision should have at- 
tracted Mr. Carlisle's attention the moment he 
heard of it. He is familiar enough with the 
workings of tariffs to recognize the propriety, 
when. wool is made free, and the duties on 
wooleng are lowered, of postponing the 
date when these lower duties go into 
effect, so the manufacturer may have a 
chance to work off stocks made of wool which 
had paid a duty and hence cost him more. 
He knowsalso the truth of the converse of

thie—that when an article previously on the 


free list is to be made dutiable or any duty 
is to be increased | materially, the increase 
should gointo effect immediately, otherwise 
there will be immefliate and excessive impor- 
tations on which the government will coilect 
nothing; while the consumer will have to pay 
just as much for the article as if a duty, had 
been paid to the government. 

This i specially true of sugar, which is one 
of the nécessaries of life, and which does not 
go out of fashion asg dress goods do. The Sec- 
retary of the Treasury knows this to be true. 
Why is it, therefore, that he has done nothing 
to stop this proposed looting of the Treasury? 
He can get forth his views officially if he 
chooses. He can get seme friend of his in 
the Senate to offer a resolution calling on the 
Secretary for his opinion asto the effect on 
the finances of this scheme to postpone for 
six months the collection of the sugar duty. 
But as far as is-knbwn Mr. Carlisle has not 
said a word. Does he intend to remain mute 
because the trust, for whose benefit the Treas- 
ury is to be robbed, is a Democratic one and 
because the men engaged in the robbery are 
Democrats?

CANNOT FORCE BIMETALLISM. 

Ex-Speaker Thomas B. Reed has been in- 
terviewed for a London magazine, which re- 
ports him as advocating a freer use of silver 
and suggesting that an agreement be made 
among the nations to use silver, discriminat- 
ing tariff rates to be instituted against those 
powers or nations which will not consent to use 
it more largely than now. It is probable that 
Mr. Reed simply wished to arrest the atten- 
tion of the British public and cause them to 
consider.the advisability of retreating from 
their present gold monometallism, but had 
no idea of this country enforcing a threat. 
If he has any such notion or thinks it would 


pay this country to make such a discrimina- 


tion against Great Britain in case it refuses to 
do as he suggests he is widely in the wrong. 
The proposition, it intended seriously, must 
be denounced as impracticable. It would cut 
both ways, and perhaps cut us the more deep- 
ly of the two. During each of many years 
we have sold to England much more products 


than we have bought from that country, and 


it is a more important market to us than the 
United States is to England. Besides, the 
Britishe could supply themselves with 
breadstulfs and meats from other sources, if 
our contributions were cut off, though they 
might have to pay a little more for them, and 
even would take our produce in a roundabout 
way through other countries. We could not 
afford to fight the law of supply and demand 
for food, and Mr. Bland is correct in saying 
that the great agricultural classes of this 
country never will consent to a tariff war 
that would close the markets of Europe to our 
agricultural products. 

But Bland talks utter nonsense in saying 
relative to Mr. Reed’s remarks that if the 
United States will coin silver this country 
will foreé England and other foreign countries 
to recognize silver, because the English 
must sell us their goods, and if we insist on 
offering them silyer it will soon become their 
interest to make silver valuable.“ By this he 
means that if we coin 50 cents’ worth of silver 
into a coin called a dollar and make that our 
money of ultimate redemption, the British 
merchant will be compelled to accept it at 
twice its Intrinsic value. English merchants 
will pay us in silver at its bullion value for 
all the produce they buy from us, if we want 
to take pay in that metal, and willingly would 
ship us all the surplus silver bullion 
of the world on the same terms. 
There never has been a time since 
1816 that the English would not pay us for 
everything we had to sell in silver at its full 
market value, or. would not take silver from 
us at its full market value in payment for 
their goods. At one time they would give us 
as much tor 1514 ounces of silver as we. con- 
sidered to be worth 16 ounces and now would 
take all of our 600 millions of silver, with all 
we could get from Mexico, if we would take 
their goods in payment. The rate at which 
they would take that silver would be meas- 
ured by what they could get for it. They 
reckon the value of their goods by the gold 
standard and will take for them as much of 
the money as any other country on the face of 
the earth as will buy the amouat of gold they 
count their goods to be worth. If they knew 
that the United States Government stood ready 
to redeem in gold at their face value our sil- 
ver coins they would take them at the said 
face value, minus the cost of transporta- 
tion to the place of redemption, but if 
no such redemption in gold were pro- 
vided they would take our silver coins 
only at their commercial value in gold by 
precisely the same rule that they now re- 
ceive our gold coins strictly at their bullion 
value, No law passed by the United States 
could change this and no international agree- 
ment could force a British merchant to sell 
his goods for less than he rated them to be 
worth, whether the money of account were 
gold or silver, copper, nickel, or some other 
metal—his rating of what the coins were worth

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CLEAN UP THE CITY. 

There are twenty-five contractors who have 
contracted to do the scavenger work in the 
thirty-four wards Gf the city. These con- 
tractors named their own price for doing this 
work, after jaking ample time to consider 
what was fair com pensation. They are paid a 
sum total off $213,178 for daily service in 
one ward, bi-weekiy in seven wards, and tri- 
weekly in others. They were informed at the 
outset exactly what they wete expected to do. 
The contract states specifically that they 
“must remove all ashes, garbage, and 
rubbish of whatsoever kind froin all public 
streets and dileys within the territory for 
which pro s are to be made and contracts 
1.) Tn order that there might be no 
mistake, asbes, rubbish, and garbage are 
clearly explained. The contractor is told 
just what he must remove and what he need 
not touch. His duties are dened as clearly 
as language can express them. As an addi-

COLLECT “HE COMMISSIONERS’ FINES, 


A local Democratic paper is unable to see 
why the fines imposed on the Election Com- 
missioners “ should be collected after a re- 
view tribunal declared the Commissioners not 
in contempt.” What is pompously called 
the reviewitribunal ”’ was made up of three 
Judges who stand exactly on the same footing 
as to jurisdiction that Judge Chetlain does. 
They are not above him in judicial rank as 
the Appellate Court or the Supreme Court is. 
They are simply his equals. 

They said that in their opinion J dies Chet- 
lain had no power to require the production 
of certain ballots and to declare that the Elec- 
tion Commigsioners were in contempt be- 
cause they would not produce them: That is, 
Judge Sears said so after listening to argu- 
ments and without making an investigation 
for himself into the law to see whether the 
counsel for the State had been thorough in 
his researches. The other two Judges con- 
curred willingly in an opinion which released 
indicted Dejnocratic Election Commission- 
ers. They did not feel called on to look 
closely into matter to see whether Judge 
Sears was t or wrong, but accepted his 
superficial view of the case. 

Judge Chetlain thinks that under the law 
agrand jury can examine ballots. Someother 
Judges express a different opinion. The ques- 
tion is not settled by the fact that there are 
three on one bide and one on the other, Judge 
Chetlain’s law is just as good as that of Sears, 
Tuley, and Adams till the Supreme Court 
says otherwise. Confident that court 
will sustain Judge Chetlain, the Republicans 
want the contempt case carried up. The 
Democrats, afraid the three Judges will not 
be sustained, are averse thereto. They want 
the great Democratic political machine in- 
dustry of election frauds to go on undisturbed. 

All that: has been settied definitely by the 
three Judges is that the Election Commis- 
sioners shall. not be put in jhil. So solicitous 
is the law to guard against the possibly unjust 
imprisonment of a man that it allows a 
Judge or J udges, as in this case, to liberate 
from confinement a person who has been im- 
prisoned by the order of a Judge whose juris- 
diction is concurrent with their own. But the 
turning loose of the Commissioners amounts 
simply to a determination that jail con- 
finement cannot be resorted to as a means of 
forcing the dollection of fines in this partic- 
ular case, 7 

There are other means of collecting the fines 
than one which interferes with the personal 
liberty of the Commissioners. One of them 
is levying on their goods and chattels. With 
that mode of ¢onstraining the Commissioners 
the habeas corpus act has nothing to do. If 
the Commissioners want to stop the collec. 
tion of executions issued against them they 
must go into court again. If they get an in- 
junction it can be appealed and thus the case 
taken to the Supreme Court, where the Demo- 
cratic politicians, while pretending to have no 
fears of the result, are most extraordinarily 
antious it should not go. 

The habeas! corpus proceedings went no 
farther than to discharge the Commissioners 
from confinement. They are not discharged 
of their fines till the Judge sittmg in the 
Criminal Court sets them aside or til! the 
Supreme Court decides they were imposed 
wrongfully. Why are the Election Commis- 
sioners and Democratic politicians. generally 
so unwilling to give the Supreme Court an 
opportunity to dee de the question in dispute? 
Simply because they are afraid the decision

and force the Commissioners into court once 
more and have) the law of the question settled.

The proletariat 
of the mines is un-American in that it acknow!}- 
edges the supreinacy of an individual leader 
whose dictum is supreme and unappealable, 
even though it demand the taking of lives and 
the destruction of property. The American 
spirit intelligently grasps the fact that a busi-

of unintelligent) interference by those who 
under no circtimstances can possibly have 
knowledge of its tinanciai operations.

Aliens who fail to apprehend these facts are 
utterly ignorant of the foundations of free 
government and are unworthy of citizenship.

When they insist that 
aman can only work at such prices as others 
decide for him they create a despotism worse 
than any that existed in the dark ages. The 
man ceases to be an independent citizen and 
becomes a thrall.

CuicaGco, May 25.—{Editor of The Tribune. }— 
Tan Tano prints an item crediting Great Brit- 
ain with owning more than one-third of the 
shipping of the, world—14,.971 out of 42,257 ves- 
sels.”

It is held that if the companies were receiv-

State Commerce Commission they would be 


comparatively prosperous, By rebates, draw- 
backs, and other devices, the large shippers 
are reimbursed, while small shippers dre re- 
quired to pay the published rates. Thus, it 
is held, the railroads are impoverished, 
public injured, destruction of small enter 
prises and discouragement of individual ef- 
forts brought about. A system by 
competing railroads may divide their 
earnings, says the report, would remove 
the motive for discrimination, 80 
that large and small n would fare 
alike. Passenger and freight rates are shown 


to be lower in the United, States than any ' 


other country; 35 per cent below those of 
Great Britain. with even greater disparity be- 
tween this country and continental: European 
nations. Extortion by pooling contracts is 


held to be the danger to be avoided, aud Mr. 


Patterson argues that natural causes exert a 
powerful influence to make rates reasonably 
competitive between localities, between sys- 
tems of railroad not party to contracts, and 
with rivers, lakes, canals, and coastwise cur- 
rents of commerce. 

The report shows the bill materially en- 
larges the jurisdietion and powers of the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission,. If the 
mission determines that a contract results in 


‘discrimination or violation of the law it is 


clothed with power to disapprove, whereupon 
the contract ceases to be lawful or enforce- 
able and the parties are relegated to ‘the law 
as it no is and are required to observe it. 
From an order disapproving a contractian ap- 
peal lies to a United States Circuit Court and 
to the Supreme Court, but the practical effect 
of the bill will be to place the contracts 
the controkof the commission with the ap- 
proval of the Supreme Court: while appeals 
are pending contracts are unlawful and un- 
enforceable. This bill makes shippers 
alone punishable for frauds 

the companies by means of false aon or 
otherwise, while the corporations, instead of 
their officers or agents, are to be punished for 
infractions of the law by means of draw. 
backs or otherwise, made by their agents, 
whether authorized by the companies or not, 
Violations of the law are made punishable by 
fines not exceeding $5,000 for each offense. 
Contracts or agreements oetween railroads or 
certitied copies must be filed with the com- 
mission and made public records, to be com- 
petent evidence in judicial proceedings. Pro- 
cedure under the bill is materially changed. 
Circuit courts are required to give cases from 
the commission precedence over all others 
and the Supreme Court. to advance them as it 
does cases in which the government isa party. 
All evidence taken before the commission is 
to be filed as evidence for the court, and 1 


more evidence is needed it is tobe taken by 


the commission. In this way the court de- 
cides on the exact case certified.
